(From Our Own Correspondent.! 
Ottawa, May 4.— With the budget be- 
fore the country bho work of the session 
may bo fairly said to have commenced. De- 
spite the indifferent state of his health, the 
Finanoo Minister yoaterday delivered what 
Is acknowledged to bo the beat budget 
speech whioh he haB over presented. A con- 
siderable portion of It waB taken up in ex- 
planation of tho financial affairs of tho coun- 
try. For the past year tho deficit was 
$1,"210,. - J.'i2, and for tho present year his 
estimate la §1,500,000. Mr. Foster does 
not propose that thoro ahall bo any further 
deficits during hia regime. He is going to 
make tho revenue and the expenditure bal- 
ance, and may possibly bo a little bit to 
the good when the accounts aro made up 
on Juno 30, 1890. This result is brought 
about by tome Blight tariff changes, of 
which your readers have already been ap- 
prised by wire. The inaroaso in tho duties 
on sugar oan well bo justified and consumers 
generally cannot complain muoh about pay- 
ing half a cent a pound more for their 
sweetener. Lovers of whiskey may grum- 
ble a little at the increase in tho tax on 
spirits, but it does not amount to a great 
deal, although in the aggregate ib will be 
beneficial bo far as tho country's finances 
are oencerned. Mr. Foator delivered

of our financial condition. There was a 
hopeful ring about the speeoh whioh must 
have a reassuring effect upon trade and com- 
merce generally. On all sides there are in- 
dications of revival, and the Finrnce Minis- 
ter painted the outlook in the most glowing 
terms. He defended tho deficit this year as 
the outcome of the tariff reduotions of last 
year. In the opinion of many members 
parliament went a little too f*r in its roduo- 
tiona of last year. The falling off in the 
revenue contequent thereupon must now be 
compensated for. It is expooted that the 
budget debate will last several days. The 
Conservatives will enter upon ib with the 
conviction that they have the best of the 
argument, as it Ib impossible to oontradiot 
the faota and figures whioh Mr, Foster has 
used. Sir Riohard Cartwrighb attempted 
it and made a most ignominious failure. He 
completely failed to meet Mr. Foster's 
points, and had to ask two days' graoe in 
which to prepare arguments,

PARLIAMENTARY ETIQUETTE 

Although the other day he did nob subjeob 
himself bo reproof from the Speaker, yet ab 
the samo time, ib is pretty generally admit- 
ted that he violated the canons of good 
taste In his attaok upon Sir Frank Smith. 
Your readers are well aware that ab the 
time of the organization of the Howell min- 
istry it was stated in the public press quite 
oorrootly — and the Colonist was one of the 
first newspapers in Canada to make tho an- 
nouncement — that Hia Excellency had sent 
for Sir Frank Smith and consulted with 
him as to the taBk of the formation of tho 
new Government. Thore is the authority of 
Sir Frank Smith himself for this. In the 
oourso of a newspaper intorviow he re- 
marked that the Governor- General had 
done him tho honor of consulting him 
about forming a new ministry. Sir Frank 
made this Bame remark to your correspond- 
ent, and to a score of other people in 
Ottawa. Mr. Laurier in grossly insulting 
language insinuated that Sir Frank had been 
guilty of impropriety in allowing his name 
to be uaod in connection with the formation 
of the ministry, as, doubtless, the opposition 
leader felt and, indeod, admitted, that tho 
faot of the Past Grand Soveroign of the 
Orange ordor being rooommondod by a 
staunch Irish Catholic like Sir Frank would 
tend to strengthen Mr. Bowell in the 
country. Mr. Laurior insinuates that Sir 
Frank was novor aent for by the Governor- 
General, and that tho uso of the Govornor- 
Gonoral'a name waa a political dodge. Dis- 
pute tho facb aa Mr. Laurier may. Sir 
Frank Smith waa undoubtedly "aent lor" 
by the Governor-General, and without 
doubb bo recommended Hia Kxcollency to 
call upon Mr. Bowoll to form a ministry. 
Now, tho point arises as to whether Sir 
Frank waa called upon by the Govornor- 
Gonoral to fcrm a goverment or whethor hia 
advioo only wub sought. It ia at thio point 
that a difference of opinion cxiata. Sir 
Frank Smith waa then convinced, and ia 
convinced to-day, that tho Governor-Goneral 
sought to Impose this duty upon him. A 
friend of tho Govoruor-Genoral has stated 
that this woa not bo, that Sir Frank Smith's 
advico only waa sought. Clearly, then, 
thoro muBt have boou a misunderstanding 
between tho Queon'a repreaentative and Sir 
Frank Smith. The labter having left Hia 
Excellency with tho conviotion rooted in 
hia mind of tho oharge that had been en- 
trusted to him, ono oan well justify tho 
natural pride whioh lod him to tell some of 
hia friends of the honor whioh had been 
done him, and the opposition loader wub, 
therefore, nob jusblfiod in using the strong 
language which he did.

WAS A REVELATION. 

It ehowod that the oribloism of bho nowa- 
papor proaa haH had effeot. Nob a ainglo 
member ventured to justify the drawing of 
miloago— whioh, as your readors aro prob- 
ably aware, Ib at tho rate of 20 conts per 
milo from tho momber's home to Obtawa — 
and at tho samo time mako uso of a railway 
pass. Some mombors want to hand ovor 
tho amount of the miloago annually voted 
by parliamonb, amounting to some $33,000, 
to tho railway companies, and that then bho 
companies be oompolled bo oarry all mem- 
bers of parliamonb freo. The suggestion 
thrown out by Mr. Ouimcb that a law should 
be passed requiring railway companies 
bo "carry mombora of parliament froo 
without any payment bherofor meb 
with more aoooptanco. Ib was 
polnbed out that this wao tho law at 
bhe prosonb tlmo in Franco, Italy and 
othor countries. Sir Richard Cartwrighb 
aptly remarked bhat bho railway oompanios 
of Canada had already receivod enough 
from the parliament without bonuslng them 



further. He mentioned that the Grand 
Trunk waa indebted to the country to the 
extent of §3(1,000,000, while the Canadian 
Paolfio railway had received something like 
8100,000,000. With good reason, there 
fore, might parliamonb aBk bheso companies 
to carry members of both houses free of 
ooab. Incidentally, In the oourso of the 
discussion, ib transpired that an invidious 
distinction was made by some railway 
companies, certain members of par- 
liamonb reoolving passes while others 
do nob. Ib wis pointed out thab the 
effeob of pubting all members of parliament 
on an equal footing would be most beneficial. 
If they had the privilege of travelling from 
one end of the Dominion to tho other it 
would have a tendency to broaden their 
views of public affaire, to remove provincial 
prejudices and to enable them to get a bebber 
grasp of ovonts as they transpire in different 
portions of the Dominion. Dr. Weldon 
Btated that tho parliament of Italy had 
passed its law to enable members of parlia 
ment to travel freo with this vory object in 
view. It is nob ab all unlikely, in view of 
the diacuBalon which took placo, that Mr. 
Mulook may recast his bill in conformity 
with the suggestions thrown out. 

The old habit ot doing nothing for bhe 
first two or throo weeks of tho seaslon haa 
been pursued this year. Although this 
week bhore has been

for pressing forward public bills whioh aro 
in charge of private members, yet only two 
have been touched, even though a dozen 
were ready. At the time when members 
are disposed to work the government will be 
requiring prlvabe members' days and then 
there will be a pretty lively protest. It 
seoms a pity that members cannot get down 
to work immediately the debate on the ad 
drosB is disposed of. 

Thab chestnut of parliament, Mr. Charl 
ton's bill "for the better observance of bhe 
Sabbath" ia again to the fore in the com 
mons. Last year it passed the lower house 
in an emasculated condition, bub when ib 
reaohed the senate it was summarily and in- 
continently kicked out. As Hon. Mr. Al- 
lan, of Toronto, who took charge of the bill 
there remarked in introducing ib, the un- 
popularity of tho progenitor had muoh to 
do with bho application of the pruning 
knife in the commons. Mr. Charlton 
had jusb been taken to task for 
hia famous visib to Washington, 
where he had been giving pointers 
bo the Americana as to the manner 
in whioh they should equeeze Canada in the 
lnmber schedules of the tariff bill which 
oongross was ab thab time considering. Mr. 
Charlton hopes for better suooesB this year. 
He is again anxious to ohoke off the Sunday 
newspaper having in mind, especially, those 
published in British Columbia. Your read- 
ers may, however, depend upon ib thab the 
bill will meeb with no more favor bhis year 
bhan did lbs several predecessors. 



THE SCHOOL QUESTION. 

Consideration ot the Bemedial Order 
to Be Further Adjourned— 
Greenway's Statement. 



Claim of the Opposition Leader That 
the Matter Be at Once 
Decided. 



Winnipeg, May 9.— (Special)— The babble 
now waging overseparato schools la to be fur- 
thercontihued. Upon the re-assemblingof bhe 
Manitoba loglslatuae to-day, Premier Green- 
way rose in hia place and said: " Before pro- 
ceeding bo bho orders of the day I desire to 
say this : When asking tho houso to ad- 
journ until the presenb dabe, ib will be wlbh- 
In bho rocolloction of tho members thab I 
stated, in view of the gravity of 
the question involved in the com- 
munication from Ottawa, that we 
would requiro euffrolenb time to conBider 
the samo. I am now about to ask the houso 
to order a further adjournment till Juno 13 
next, in order that further conaideration 
may be had. I am awaro in making the 
morion that the houao do now adjourn, that 
I am asking tho indulgonco of the houao, bo- 
caueo in making the motion it would bo re- 
quired, if my honorable friends opposite in- 
Bistod, thab 1 should glvo notico. Ab ib ia 
nob the intention to proooed with othor bua- 
inoas till thia matter Ib disposed of I now de- 
Biro to movo that tho houso do adjourn to 
Thursday. 

No sooner had tho Premier taken his seat 
than A. F. Martin, leader of the oppoeition, 
was on hia foot and for two hours he spoke 
in opposition to tho Premier's motion to ad- 
journ. Ho claimed it was the duty of tho 
government to ab onco decido upon bhe 
sohool mabtor. Ho waa himaolf a Catholic 
and reproacnted his co-religionists thore. 
Tho delay waa Blmply a movo to aholvo tho 
responsibility upon other shoulders and ho 
strongly protested against such tactics. Mr. 
Martin oontinuod speaking until G p.m 
Premier Greenway then aoked him to movo 
the adjournment of tho dobato till tho ovon- 
ing, to which Mr. Martin assented, and tho 
house adjourned. 

At tho evonlng aossion Mr. Martin con- 
tinued hia apeooh, and waa followed by Mr. 
Pondergaat who regrettod the government 
had found it noceasary to take a furthor ad- 
journment. 

Attornoy-Goncral Sifton said the romodial 
ordor aa submitted by tho Dominion gov- 
ernment involvod a roturn to I ha old ayatom, 
and thia they did nob propose to do. Thoro 
were also a groat many othor phases of the 
question and furthor tlmo mucb bo taken 
for oonaidoratlon. 

Tho queatlon waa bhon pub : " Shall bho 
rules bo suspended?" There was no dissent- 
ing voice and the Legislature was deolared 
adjournod bo Juno 13.

NEWFOUNDLAND^ AND CANADA. 

The Premier in Favor of Confederation If the 
Terms Offered Are Satisfactory. 

St. Joiins, Nfld, M»y 9.— (Special)— Ab 
anticipated the Legislature adjourned for a 
week. Prime Minister Whlteway announc- 
ed thab no answer had been received from 
the Canadian government regarding Con- 
federation, therefore the Newfoundland 
delegates bo Ottawa were not ready to pre- 
sent the final terms. He urged a week's 
adjournment in order to enable the terms to 
be received. If nothing definite la receivod 
by next Thursday, he would, he said, con- 
aider bhe negotiationa off and present 
an alternative soheme, consisting of a reduc- 
tion of the publio expenditures, the curtail- 
ment oi aomo grants and the abolition of 
others, the dismissal of many officials, an 
increase of the taxes and a revision of bhe 
tariff. Premier Whlteway, Minister Morris 
and Reoeiver GeneralSootb announoed them- 
selves aa being in favor of Confederation if 
the berms allowed by Canada were satisfac- 
tory. The colony's finances, they 
said, would have been much better 
had ib nob been for bho extravagance 
of their predecessors in office. The opposi- 
tion speakers criticised the delay in present- 
ing bhe publio accounts and taunted the 
governmenb with delaying the question of 
confederation until too late to pub ib before 
the people ab bhe general election. The op- 
position urged the appointment of a royal 
commission. Confederation, however, ia 
certain if Canada's terms are favorable. 



WINNIPEG WIBINGS. 

Hudson's Bay Railway Survey Progressing 
Satisfactorily-" It Was the Cat." 

Winnipeg, May 9. — (Speoial) — The 
Brandon Presbyterians have decided unan- 
imously to extend a call to Rev. E. A. 
Henry of Knox Colloge, Toronto, to accept 
the pastorate of tho ohuroh. 

Contractor D. Grant, ono of the Hudson 
Bay railway promotors, returned lasb even- 
ing from north of Portage la Prairie. He 
states that the surveyors are makintr ex- 
cellent progress and the route will be 
mapped out earlier bhan had been anbici- 
patod. Righb of way agent Conklin expeote 
to leave for tho West at once. 

Senator Kirchhoffor, who was in the oity 
on route to Brandon, had an extended intor- 
iow- with President Sutherland. Mr. 
Kirchhoffor says tho Hudson Bay order in- 
council will pasB both houses despite opposi- 
tion from both political parties.

YANCODVKU. 

Vascodver, May I).— Six months ago 
Chilian Consul Morris personally aided 
three residents of the United States of Col- 
ombia. Mr. Morris yesterday received a 
letter, written in Spanish, from the Col- 
ombian authorities, warmly thanking him 
for bis disinterested assistance to their coun- 
trymen, and stating that the generous aid 
tendered by a Chilian representative to na- 
tive Colombians waB a further illustration 
of the friendship existing between Chili and 
the United States of Colombia. 

Two more horses have been pnrohased by 
the fire department at a cost of §300. The 
department will be improved all around so 
that the Insurance companies may continue 
to class Vancouver property as an A 1 risk. 

Should the superintendent of the educa- 
tional department consent, the pupils in all 
the schools will be given a holiday on May 
10, to enable them to attend the May Day 
celebration at Westminster. 

The police investigation was continued far 
into the night yestordiy, but no damaging 
disclosures were made. 

The aldermen were paid their first quar- 
ters' salary to-day amounting to §623, or in- 
cluding tho mayor's portion $1,090. 

Tenders will be askod for the completion 
of the roaorvoir. 

The Comox arrived from tho North lanb 
night, bringing M. Manson, J. P., who 
makes the trip for the purpose of giving 
evidence in the Lobb trial. It will be re- 
membered Lobb held up the orew of Mr. 
Manson's police boat, and shot and wounded 
Engineer J. Grant. 

Wm. Brownley, who esoapod from tho 
Westminster chain gang in 1892, came up 
for hearing bofore Capt. Pittendrigh to-day. 
He pleaded guilty and was sent for trial. 
He said that for two years he had drifted 
from one place to another trying to earn an 
honest living ; but every time he got a job 
and was woll to work, somo fellow who re- 
oognized him would whisper in tho boss's ear 
"escaped conviot," and he would be let out 
qulok. He came to Victoria, not caring what 
became of him, and half anxious to servo his 
time so that he would be no more & criminal 
in the eyes of the law. 

At the Fruib Growers' meeting held at 
Mission a resolution was passed endorsing 
the propoaed action of the Ontario Fruib 
Growers' association to urge the federal 
government to appoint a commlsaioner to 
England to introduce Canadian fruit Into 
the British markob. 

The educational department has granted 
a holiday to the pupils of all the schools in 
Vancouver and Westminster to enable them 
to attend tho May Day celebration. 

WESTMINSTER. 

New Westminster, May 9.— The water 
of the Fraser is rapidly subsiding at Chilli 
wack and other plaoeB where the tldo was 
very high. 

A very successful ball was held In St. 
Leonard's ball, under the auspices of the 
Canoe olub. 

The Anglo-American Gold and Platinum 
Hydraulic Mining oompany have had their 
pipeB sent to tho mines, and to-day a num- 
ber of men started for tho looallty to place 
the pipes in position. The company expoat 
to be able to begin operations by July 15 

A drunken man lay down on the C.P.R 
traok and went to sleep on WedneBdayJafter 
coon. He was there when the incoming 
passenger train arrived. The engineer 
stopped the train, with great difficulty, in 
time to save the man's life. 

An extra policeman has been put on night 
duty since the attempted burglaries. This 
throws all the day work, clerical and other 
wise, upon tho chief, Many citizens com- 
plain that they have positively no protoo- 
tion during the day under these arrange 
menta, and that roughs are doing as they 
please on the public streets, as the chief is 
obliged to attend to hisoffics work and there 
is no one In authority to keep order. 

The Royal Agricultural Sooiety met yes- 
terday. The dates for holding the show will 
be October 8, 9 and 10. Lord Aberdeen has 
promised that if he can possibly be present 
he will open the exhibition. A special chil 
dren's day will be arranged. Nearly all the 
judges and special committees have been 
appointed. The affairs of the socioty are in 
a sound candition financially. 

NANAIMO. 

Nanaimo, May 9. — Complaints are made 
that parties are shooting sheep in the neigh 
borhood of Nanaimo River Falls. Several 
oarcaseB show that buckshot had been used 
In their destruction. At present there is no 
c'ue to the perpetrators but tho opinion pro 
vails that a band of sheep pirates oxiet who 
work the sheep islands to the south of Na- 
naimo, and frequently make raids on the 
Bottlers a few miles inland. In nearly every 
case the curcaso is taken away. 

In the provincial police court yesterday 
Jubn James, a Seattle Indian, appeared on 
a charge of trapping beaver at McKay lake. 
The game act provides that no one, nob do- 
miciled in the province and nob holder of a 
license, shall trap boavor, etc., for tho pur 
posoof selling their polts. Constable McLean 
arrested the accused with a lobtorin his pos 
session acknowledging tho receipt of one skin, 
and offering a good price for more. A con- 
viction was secured and the defendant fined 
$25 with costs. 

Coal is being minod at the Aloxander and 
contracts for the driving of aovoral lovols 
have been let.

Chilliwack, May 8. — At an adjourned

G. W. Chadsey, A. H. Glllandors, E. A 
Wolls, G. R. Ashwell and JoBoph Peers 
woro appointed mombers of tho managing 
oommittoo. It was decided that a commu- 
nication be forwarded to tho Minister of 
Agriculturo requesting that the Indians bo 
compelled to oloan and spray their trees In 
conformity with the horticultural board act 
(clauso 5), enforced on white Bottlers, and 
also that a copy of the letter be sent to the 
Indian agent and Dominion M.P. 

A mooting of the FraBor River relief com- 
mittee was held on Wednesday afternoon at 
the city hall, when the business that haB ac- 



cumulated since the last meeting was dis- 
posed of. The relief work is practically fin- 
ished, though occasionally assistance is being 
sent out where urgently required. A young 
lady who suffered by the flood wauts the 
committee to have her piano tuned. 

The water in Hope slough ie now rising 
very rapidly and in the plaoe of a still calm 
water we now have a swift current. Very 
few plows are in Bight, the spring work is 
almost ontirely oomploted and logging, etc., 
has again commenced. 

" Skowkale Billy " is In Victoria attend 
ing the Methodist Conference as a represen 
tatlve of the Indian trib.-s In this dlstriot. 
This is the firBt time in the history of the 
province the Indiana have been represented 
at conference by one of their own oreed, and 
"Billy " feels highly elated over his appoint 
ment. 



STIREINGr TIMES AHEAD. 

The Japanese and Others Likely to Create 
Trouble-Will President Dole be 
long In Ottlce. 

San Francisco, May 9.— It is probable 
the nexb sixty days will develop some very 
exolting scenes in Hawaii. Private inform- 
ation recently received by Claronce W 
Ashford in this oity indicates that several 
kinds of trouble are gathering around tho 
government of Sanford B Dole and bis col- 
leagues. 

The Japanese, who are numerous on the 
Islands, and who aro feverish and elated 
over the victory of their mother oountry in 
the war with China, threaten to come for 
ward und become serious faotors in the gov 
ernment of Hawaii and tho adjustment of 
its affairs. Among the Japanese cow on the 
islands there are several hundred trained 
soldiers ; In faob enough of them to seize 
control of the government at any time, 
should they so choose. Tho nativos aro 
restlesB and dissatisfied, and only await an 
opportunity to fly into the thick of anothor 
insurreotion. It Is plain, judging from the 
information received by Mr. Ashford, that 
the basis of operations in the next outbreak 
will be the Island of Maui. 

" I have nothing to do with these oper 
ations," said Mr. Ashford, " but as I am 
known to be an enemy of the Dole orowd 
aod a sympathizer with any movement that 
will bring about a roal republic, a govern- 
ment by the people and for the people of 
Hawaii, my friends naturally keep me ad. 
vised of what it is doing. It is my firm be 
lief that Mr. Dole and his fellow officials 
will not bo in office on the first of next 
August." 

Advices reoeived here to-day from Hono- 
lulu dated May 2, per steamer Mariposa, 
are as follows : " Tho letter demanding 
the recall of Minister Thurston is hero and 
was read at the executive session of the 
council yesterday afternoon. This letter 
had been to Hongkong. It went past Hon- 
olulu in a bag with several hundred others. 
The ground of the objection to Thurston is 
confined to a single transaction. Tho sole 
offence alleeed is that Thurston, at tho lega 
tlon, showed to reporters private letters ad 
dressed to himself from Honolulu. The 
particular letter that gave such offence to 
the Secretary of State intimated in strong 
terms that Cleveland and Gresham were 
largely responsible for the January uprising 
here." _

METHODIST CONFERENCE, 



Opening: of the General Sessions at the 
Metropolitan Church 
Yesterday. 

Election of Officers and Appointment 
of Committees— First Draft 
of Stations. 



A resolution brought forward by Rev. E. 
Robaon on a question of privilege, preceded 
the regular business at the opening of the 
general oeaalon of the British Columbia 
Methodist conference yeaterday morning. 
After the usual religious exeroisea Rev. Mr. 
Robson moved, seconded .by Mr. W. T. 
Cook8ley of Westminster, that the confer- 
ence discountenance any canvassing for the 
eleotion of officers as contrary to the spirit 
of the constitution. 

Rev. Coverdale Watson did not approve 
of the re8olttion being put. Suoh a thing 
as canvassing was really violating the con- 
stitution, consequently it was hard on the 
conference to Intimate that the practice had 
beon introduced. 

Rev. Joseph Hall did not consider that 
the motion could be brought io, as a ques- 
tion of prlvilegn atony rato ; while Rev. R. 
R, Haitian'', < f Nanaimo, was for laying it 
on the table. 

Rev. Mr. Hall asked for a ruling as to 
whether the resolution was in order. 

Mr. John Jessop thought the resolution 
would do much harm and no good, and that 
it was an interforenoo with freedom of 
Bpeeoh. 

Rev. C. M. Ta'o was afraid tho resolution 
was almost to latu to meet the objeot sought 
to bo attained, for the canvassing had been 
going on for some time. Last year mem- 
bers of tho conference had come to him and 
asked him to vote in a oertain way. 

Rev. J. P. Howell, of Surroy, oreatedsome 
amusement by jocularly Baying that he 
already had promised four or five brothers 
his vote in return for theirs. Seriously, he 
maintained that if he had not a mind of his 
own he did not want anyone else's. 

Rev. Joseph Hall argued that a man had 
a right to express his opinions as to who 
should be elected, ard the members of the 
conference muBt be " ninnica " if they did 
not know their own minds. 

Rev. T. W. Hail, the president, took the 
sense of the conference as to whether the 
motion Bhould be put, and that being de- 
cided affirmatively tho resolution also was 
carried. 

The Secretary, Rev. W. W. Baor, of Van- 
couver, wanted it distinctly notod that the 
resolution did not affect him. He said this 
because it had been intimated that he had 
been a wire-puller. He challenged anyone 
to say that he was a wire-puller at any 
time. 

Kev. Mr. Green made the same challenge 
as Rev Mr Bier. 

Rev. J. F. Betta, of Kamloopa, wanted 
the Bubj°ot dropped, but 

Rev. R. R. Maitland roae to say that he 
wab another one who wanted to make a de- 
nial. He had beon oharged by a brother 
Bitting on the floor at the present time with 
being aasooiated with an organized olique to 
overturn a certain set of office holders in the 
conference, He challenged any man to Bay 
he had stated a word to any man, young or 
old, that would make him liable to auoh an 
accusation. He would hurl baok suoh a 
charge in the teeth of any man who made it. 

The Chair remarked that as long as the 
membors had clear consoienoes they need 
fear nothing, and the subject was then drop- 
ped, It being decided that the expression of 
opinion being sufficient the resolution should 
not appear on the minutes. 

Next came the eleotion of officers. 

Rev. S. Cleaver, of the Metropolitan 
ohurob, Victoria, was elected president, and 
amid general applause took the ohair, the 
outgoing president, Rev. T. W. Hall, of 
Westminster, welcoming him. In accepting 
the position Rev. Mr. Cleaver referred 
laughingly to the resolution just passed and 
offered to give any of tho brethren points on 
oanvassing. This was a country of rapid 
growth, but he had no idea that the few 
votes given him last year would grow to so 
many now. He only hoped the boom would 
not bo followed by a "bust up." He fin- 
ished by promising to do his best in his new 
position. 

The offico of seorotary after a close con- 
test between Rev. W. W. Baer, of Van- 
couver, and Rev. J. P. Bowell, of Surrey, 
fell to the latter. 

Rov. Mr. Baer welcomed the now secre- 
tary, who, in thanking tho conference, Bald 
ho likfd the honor, but was afraid he did 
not like tho work. Ho eomotimes felt that 
he was was naturally lazy. (Laughtor). He 
was afraid tho brethren seemed to havo the 
same idea, but he would do his best. 

A prayer meeting closed the morning 
session. 

After the opening of the afternoon seaaion, 
Rev. C. H. M. Sutherland was appointed 
journal secrotary and Rev. J. Calvert, of 
Salmon Arm, and Mr. T- R Pearson, of 
Westminster, assistant secretaries. Votes 
of thanks wore pasaed to tho retiring presi- 
dent and secretary, both gentlemen re- 
sponding. 

Tho appointmont of tho nominating com- 
mittee came noxt, tho mombera being Rev. 
J. Hall and John Haggart, Viotorla dis- 
trict ; Rev. C. Ladner and W. T. Cooksley, 
Westminster district ; Kov. J. A. Wood and 
J. Calvert, Kamloopa district, and Rev. J. 
S. Sponcor and Sheriff McMillan, aoting for 
Simpson diatrlot. 

During tho afternoon Rev. 1). MacRao, 
Rev. Dr. Campbell and Rev. A. B. Win- 
cheater, of tho Presbyterian church, who 
were present, wero aBkod to ait as cor- 
responding mombers, and the two lattor gon- 
tlemon mado ahort addreasoa, wishing the 
conference buocosb in itB work. 

Tho reoommondationa mado tho day be- 
fore by tho miniatorial aesaion as to proba- 
tioners being continued at collego were re- 
ferred to tho educational committee 

A now mission at Port San Juan was cre- 
ated, the intontlon being to supply it if poa- 
alblo temporarily. In this oonnection Rov. 
Jas. Woodsworth, auporintondent of mis- 
sions, stated that a most conservative courso 
must be adopted, ao tho mattur of expense 
had to be carefully considered, 

A rocommondation from Victoria district, 
asking for somo arrangemont of boundaries 
bo that Cowichan flats might bo takon in, 
waB referred to the mission committee. A 
request from Westminster diatrlot for the 
formation of a mission taking in Mount 
Pleasant, Epworth, Daniel's school house 
and Central Park was reforrod to tho sta- 
tioning oommittoo, as was also a request 
that one of tho Chinese missionaries might 
during tho coming season attend to bia 
countrymen on Lulu Island. ' 

A new and Important mission decidod on 
was that of RoBsland in West Kootonay, 
taking in Nakuop, Fire Valley and tho 
Trail Creek country. Rev. Mr. Botts and 
Rov. Mr. Morden spoke strongly in favor 
of tho now mission, especially in view of 
Rossland'B rapid growth and tho largo popu- 
lation the mining development Is attraotlng 
to that part of the provlnae.

LITTLB ECONOMISTS. 

There are some people who talk as If the 
Inoreaaed expenditure of the Government is 
so muoh waste. (They cannot see why 
more should bo required now than wbb 
needed fifteen or twenty years ago. They 
forget that the business of the oountry has 
increased in a far greater ratio than its pop 
nlation. Tho expenditure under the head 
of railways, for instance, has Inoreased in 
sixteen years by $1,200,000 or more than 
fifty per cent. This the small economists 
exclaim against as great oxtravaginoe. But 
when it is known that tho revonue from 
railways has inoreased in those 
Sixteen fyears by $1,650,000 or 
over one hundred per cent., it 
is evident that the oritioism mast be 
modified. (The mileage of the Government 
railways has also inoroased fifty 'per [oent. ; 
the number of paeaongera oarriod is greater 
by one hundred per cent., and the freight is 
inoreased one hundred and fifty por cent, 
All this shows that there are twojddes, and 
ono of them a very favorable one, to this 
railway account. Then the indireot benefits 
reoeived by the country from railway con- 
atruotion muat be taken into consideration. 
We are pretty sure that the pooplo through 
whose provinces those railways run believe 
that they have been benefited by their [con- 
struction in a hundred ways. 

The post office expenditure, we are told, 
has doubled since 1878. Have the people of 
the Dominion onjoyod advantages at all com- 
mensurate with the increased, expense ? The 
PoBt Office Department now costs tho coun 
try $4,400,000 ; in 1878 the Post Offioe ex 
ponditure was only $2,100,000. Tho revenue 
of the department has more than doubled 
since the advent of the Conservatives to 
power. "The number of lettera handled ia 
almost three times that of 1878 Tho nutn 
ber of periodicals is doubled. Tho money 
ordor bualnosa haa more than doubled 
Mail routes have been extended to placea 
which were hundreds of miles from a post 
oiTiae in 1878. Daily mails have taken the 
place of weekly mailB." 

From this wo boo that tho pooplo have re 
ceived value for their money, and we have 
no doubt that thoughtful and intelligent 
Canadians consider that the accommodation 
hai been cheaply obtained. If the post 
office department before thoy gave a new 
settlement a post offioe, or opened a fresh 
mail route, hud made a close calculation as 
to whothor it would pay or not, would the 
people bo aa well satisfied as thoy are, or 
would tho poat office service bo in us thriv 
lng a oondition as it is to-day '! Ono-fifth 
of tho increased expenditure, we loam, is in 
tho post offioo department. 

Tho subsidies to the provinoes havo boon 
exooedod by half a million. Tho militia ex- 
penditure is Bomo three quarters of a mil- 
lion more than it was in 1878. 

Tho ponny-wiso-and-pound-foollsh econ- 
omists of tho Liberal party would keep the 
oountry baok, because they aro not broad 
minded enough to aeo'.that there uro periods 
in tho development of a new oountry when 
what at the time it ia mado appeared to 
some to bo a foolish expenditure, proves the 
beat polioy and true ooonomy. Tho oon 
atruotion of tho Canadian Pacifio Railway is 
a esse in point. When Sir John Maodonald 
and his colleagues undertook to oonstruot a 
railway across the wilderness of the 
Northwest and ovor tho mountain 
chains of British Columbia, tho little 
ooonomists woro astounded.' They unheal 
tatingly doolarod that tho scheme was a 
mad ono and that it would novor be oar 
rled out in Sir John's doy. Some wont so 
far as to say that tho Conservative leader 
knew this and that he nover really intendod 
to carry out his agreement with British 
Columbia. Tho constriction of tho groat 
transcontinental railroad required tho ex 
ponditure of immonao sums of monoy whoo 
there appeared to [bo little prospoob of get 
ting any adequate return for tho outlay, 
dirooO or Indiroot. Tho road has boon built, 
and Canada is not ruined as was prediotod 



so confidently. On the contrary, is 
not Canada richer, mora Important, 
more prosperous, and are not her 
proapeots infinitely better with the rail- 
road and the debt incurred for constructing 
it, than they would have been if the little 
economists had had their way and tho coun- 
try had poked along under their narrow- 
minded and miserly rule ? Economy is a 
good thing, but economy , should be broad- 
minded and far-sighted, otherwise it quickly 
degenerates into unprogresBlve ponurloua- 



THE BEST REPLY, 

The sucooss of the Hon. Mr. Foster when 
he went to London in Ootober lasb to borrow 
money, is the best reply that can bo made to 
theoomplalntsand tho prediotionsof tho blue- 
ruin howlers. He then Invited tenders for a 
loan of £2,230,000 of 3 por cent, bonds at a 
minimum price of 95, and the tonders aggre- 
gated £11,294,222, and tho average pries 
obtained was not 95, but £97 9j. 2d. Mr. 
Foster was offered nearly five times as much 
money as he needed, and at a higher rate 
than his minimum prioe. This shows tho 
estimation in whioh Canada ia held by tho 
beat-informed and the shrewdest investors 
ia the world. Those men have not listened 
to tho bowlings and the waitings of tho blue 
ruin prophets, but they had watched oloaely 
and intelligently the progress of Canada, and 
their eagornosB to tako up tho Dominion loan 
was tho result. 



NOT IN A HURRY. 

Tho Leader of tho Manitoba Government 
has deoided to defer tho ooneideration of the 
Sohool queation Btill further. There will, of 
oourae, be a good deal of guessing us to his 
object in pursuing this oourae. All sorts of 
motives will, no doubt, bo attributed to him 
by his opponents. But we .think that the 
error he la making, if it is an error, ia on 
the safe aide. Tho subjeot is ono of groab im- 
portanoo, in whioh thepeaoo and harmony of 
the other provinces are to a certain extent 
involved, and it is impossible to consider it 
too oarefully and too dispasaionatoly. We 
hardly think that the delay will ba popular 
in Manitoba. Tho indloations aro that the 
Government would bo sustained by a largo 
majority of tho pooplo if thoy took imme- 
diate aotlon. Mr. Oreenway and hia col- 
leagues therefore deserve oredit for taking 
plenty of time to oomo to a decision. 

THE TRUE SITUATION. 

As there is a great deal of misunderstand- 
ing as to tho terms of the advance to the 
Hudson's Bay Railway Company and the 
nature of the whole arrangement, it may bo 
well to roproduco what . Sir Maokenzie 
Bowell said on the subjeot in the senate 
a few days ago: — 

" Tho house ia aware that the Govern- 
ment is now pledged to 6,400 acres per 
mile and a papment of §80.000 per annum 
for twenty years, in aid of the oonstruotion 
or tho road. The $80,000 I havo already 
intimated is in consideration of services 
which are to be rendered in tho 
way of postal services, etc The 
present proposition or order-incoun- 
cil, whioh will bo better understood 
when it is laid before tho house, is simply a 
rearrangement, or, in other wordB, a loan of 
$10,000 per mile for a certain length of 
time, fo<- whiob tho company surrenders, or 
rather gives in security, tho $80,000 per 
annum and the 6,400 aores per milo. I 
know that the house, or tho poople, will aay, 
what ia true, that this is taking back the 
land whioh belongs to us, and it is giving 
security upon $80,000 per annum to which 
we aro now pledged, and whioh we need not 
give if the road is not built. Thab la quite 
true, but these are liabilities into which the 
CDuntry has entered, and which wo are 
bound to pay in oaae they oonstruot the 
road. They havo represented to the govern- 
ment that they could nob with thoso secur- 
ities float the bonds and obtain the money, 
and they asked for a rearrangement, or re- 
adjustment, of the aid which was given. 
Now that is as far in explanation as prob- 
ably is necessary at tho present moment." 

The Premier also explained that the sanc- 
tion of Parliament muat be obtained to thia 
arrongement, whioh in Its present shape is 
nothing moro than a proposal. The Com- 
pany has not yet received a single dollar 
from the Government, and cannot secure a 
single dollar until the consent of Parliament 
is first obtained. " No Govornmont has 
power," aaid tho Premier further on in the 
debite, " to bind itself to pay any publlo 
monoy or to make uuy readjustment of u 
bargain, arrangement or contract into which 
it bus entorod with any company or Individ 
ual, without tho conaent of Parliament." 



male. Those wbioh draw their food from 
other plants more highly organized than 
themselves are termed parasites, and it Ib 
with this class that the fruitgrower is chief- 
ly oonoerned Tho spores 

are exceedingly light and easily 
carried by ourrents of air. When one falls 
npon a leaf and is supplied with moisture it 
germinates by Bending out a slender tube, 
which f ffi cts an entrance into the tissues of 
the leaf through the breathing pores (atom- 
ata or intoroellulor spices). After the par- 
asitic fungus has thus entered tho interior of 
a leaf it develops ropidly at the expense of 
the tissues of the latter, and fresh vigor Is 
thus gained by the parasite. This goes on 
till the vigor of tho plant Ib muoh lessened or 
its life destroyed. Some of the principal 
parasitic diseases attack both tho foliage 
and tho fruit, as in the caBo of "mlidow" 
of the grape, " scab " of the apple and pear, 
and " rot " of the plum ard poaoh. 

The best way, and as far aa we know the 
only way, of putting an end to tho work of 
bhe parasites is to spray tho troos with a 
solution which is to them poiaon. The Bul- 
letin contains full inatruotions about the 
solutions, thoir ingredients and the propor- 
tion of each, and how to apply them. We 
may aay horo that " bluo Btone " is the 
chief Ingredient of the mixture. The troe 
or bush is not to be drenched bub to be 
sprayed. 

At the Experimental Farm experiments 
have been tried with thirty of theso spray- 
ing mixtures on all sorts of fruit trees and 
plants bearing small fruits. The instructions 
are, therefore, practical. A mixture which 
has been found to bo effective Ib — 4 pounds 
of copper sulphate (blue Btone), 4 pounds of 
unslacked lime and 50 gallons of water. 
Tho treatment, wo aro told, Is ontlrely pre- 
ventivo, so tho spraying must bo begun oarly.

SPRAYING. 



Bulletin No. 23, issued by tho Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Ottawa, is peculiarly 
valuable to the fruib ralsors of British Col- 
umbia. Ita Bubjoob is spraying for tho pre 
vontion of fungous disoaBos. It is qulto a 
pamphlet, containing full explanations and 
instructions to tho gardener and orchardlsb. 

Ono of the chiof enemies of tho fruit- 
grower ia tho spore of a parasitioal plant, 
too small to be aeon by tho naked oye. 
Thoso spores floating in the air are wafted 
to tho plants, which givo them food 
and a homo. Ib is astonishing to witness 
tho misohiof thab these small and apparently 
inslgnlfiaanb plants do. In a very short 
time they can ruin a flourishing orchard. 
They oauso tho leaves to wither, and the 
fruit to shrivel arid to be defaced by un- 
sightly apotB. Thoy havo been busy amoDg 
tho fruit trees of this oity and havo done a 
deplorable amount of damage. Ai soon as 
ib is aeon that a tree Is Infested by these 
fungi it should be looked after without 
delay, for not only will ib soon prove barren 
and unsightly, but it will become a pest 
oentre, spreading diBoaao in every direotion. 
The nature ,of thia onemy of gardona and 
orchards Is thus described in Bulletin No, 23 : 

The ward fxiwji is uied to designate an 
exceedingly numerous olaas of plants of sim- 
ple organization. We must nevor lose sight 
of th* f&ob that they bolong to tho vegotablo 
world and aro therefore subject to tho or- 
dinary conditions of plant lifo. Some of 
them derive thoir lifo from living plants or 
animala ; othera from dead plants or ani-

Steamer "Maude" Returns from the 
Coast-The Homeward Bound 
Procession of Sealers. 

Ciptain M. Haro, owner of the Btoamer 
Mary Haro, which haa been ohartered to run 
to and from the islands of tho Eist Coast in 
connoation with tho Victoria and Sidney 
roilroad, expeots to leave for Sidney on Sun- 
day. During the week tho Btoamer haa un- 
dergone altorationa whioh. ontiroly ohango 
her appearance, and muoh for tho bettor. 
Her houBO has been lowered and broadonod 
bo completely onoloao tho aftor part of the 
veaael. Windowa all around 3W0 light and 
oheerfulnoas to tho saloon, which ia neatly 
and comfortably fittod. Otving to the pro- 
posed runB of this steamer being very short, 
no Bleeping quarters are required, more 
roomB for other purposes being thus ob- 
tained with all the comforts usually pro- 
vided in firat oIbbb passenger boats.

Tho C.P.N, steamer Maude, whioh re- 
turned to port yestorday from tho West 
Coast, reports the sealing achoonor Triumph 
coming up tho Straits, tho Sapphire at 
Clayoquob, the Maud S. anchored at 
Friendly Cove, and tho Annie C. Moore, 
Osoar and Hattio, and Walter L. Rich 
lying at Ahousot. Tho latest oatch reports, 
aB furnished to Capt. Roberts of the Maude, 
strengthen tho belief expressed in the Col- 
onist of yeatorday that tho vessels of the 
coast sealing fleet will nob average 250 skins, 
if indeed that figuro bo reached. At last 
reports the Maud S. had 286 aklnB, the 
Ainoka 200, tho Enterprise 90, the Saucy 
I-'vbs 250, tho Aunio C. Moore 105, the Rioh 
146, the Oaoar und Habtie 147, tho Triumph 
350, bhe Sapphire 192, and the Otto 250. 
The latter had loab a boat when laab spoken 
beaidea two hunting oanoes and their Indian 
crews, nor had she had any newa of them 
during tho month that had elapsed since 
their separation from the aohooner. The 
Fawn is still short the orew of • one of her 
boats and tho Sapphire too haa lost three 
men— two whites and the Indian Ahousot 
Pater — whom it is fearod will be heard from 
no more. The Triumph has also lost a man, 
besides having Busbalnod considerable data 
age to hor rigging, and the Maud S. and 
Annie C Mooro bear yob tho marks of tho 
memorable Easter storm. Captain Roberts 
doeB nob think that any Bchooner other than 
tho Earlo waB lost in the Easter gale ; ho 
bases bis opinion on tho usually unreliable 
oharaoter of Indian reporta, whioh, how- 
ever, leave an explanation still to be fur- 
ninhed for the wreckago encountored. The 
Maude on her homeward trip had ton pas- 
songors, with a full cargo of oil, a fow Boal- 
BkinB, and Bovoral bundles of valuablo land 
furs. 

ONE RESULT OK THE WAR. 

A Vancouver Bpecial to the Colonist 
saye : Thero are now two American 
schooners loading lumber horo for China — 
ono for TBintien, tho other for Shanghai. Tho 
U. S, sohoonor Aida alao arrived yestorday 
to load for the latter port, Many think that 
theBo China bound Bclioonera are bub the 
forerunners of a largo floeb dostinod to load 
lumbar horo for the Oriont, and that ono re- 
oult of tho war will bo a great demand for 
lumber, und bb Vancouver ia tho beBb markot 
for China that we aro already on tho verge 
of a boom in that dirootlon.

SMALL DEBTS COURT. 

Magistrate Macrao Has Fixed Its First Sit- 
ting for Next Wednesday. 

Next Wednesday ab II o'clock Mr. 
Farquhar Macrae, stipendiary magistrate, 
will inaugurate the sittings of tho small 
debts court authorized by the statute passed 
at tho lasb BOSBion of tho legislature. Mr. 
Macrao intonda holding sittings in the pro- 
vincial court room every WednoBday, excepb 
when shorb summonses are necessary. As a 
temporary arrangomenb summonBea will be 
iaBued by Mr. Page, clerk of tho police 
court, till 1 o'clock on Saturdays for the 
court to be held on tho following Wednes- 
day. This small dobb oourt waa 
authorized by tho legislature, with 
bhe vlow of making tho recovery of small 
dobta leaa expensive and more spoody than 
by the present county court method. For 
this purpoio tho magistrate is given the 
tamo power as a oounty court judge for 
debts up to $100 in amount. Tho oounty 
oourb being he'.d only onoe a month, consid- 
erable delay is caused creditors having to 
wait over from one month to another. By 
holding tho small debts coutr onoe a week 
all this troublesome dolay will bo avoidod. 
Then the Bchodule of coats is much less than 
in tho county court, and the whole pro- 
uoedinga are aimpler. One of tho ■ main 
differences botweon it and the oounty court 
is that in the now oourt the magistrate has 
no power to order oosts.

SUCCESS IN HER AET. 



AMALIA KUSSNER AND HER CAREER 
AS A MINIATURIST. 



Her Struggle to Get h Start— Work With 
tho Magnifying Glass— Notable Portraits. 
Fersoual Sketch of the young Artist. 
Absorbed In Her Art. 

[Copyright, lb05, by American Prcsa Associa- 
tion.] 

Nowhere in tho annals of art can ho 
found a more picturesque- personality or 
a moro remarkable career than that of 
Amalia Kussnor, tho miniaturist who 
ia at presont attracting more gonoral at- 
tention than any othor artist in America. 

Ahout two yoars ago — in tho winter 
of 1893 and 1893, to bo exact— this 
yonng girl, then scarcely moro than a 
child, came to Now York. She was 
alone, without influence, brought no 
lotters and was as absolutely unknown 
ns if just descended from another planet. 
Moreover, she was a rhiniaturo painter, 
and miniature painting had been prac- 
tically a lost art evor since photography 
had como into popular use. When 
Amalia Kussnor arrived in Now York, 
tho miniature was known only as a 
somewhat raro antiquo, generally the 
likonoss of ono's grandmothor, painted 
in short waist and high comb by some 
foreign artist. Yet loss than two years 
afterward, at tho exhibit of the por- 
traits of women last fall, Amalia Ress- 
ner's collection of miniatures constitut- 
ed a voritablo bluo book. From tho jow- 
eied circlots hung in tho satin caso tho 
faces of many of Now York's most beau- 
tiful and f ashionablo women looked out 
with tho fascination that no pioturo 
save the ininiaturo radiates. Thero is 
an indoscribablo charm about it that 
touohes the lioart, a spiritual boauty 
that is lacking in all other methods of 
likeness marking, and Amalia Kuss- 
ner's work possesses this indefinable 
quality in an irrosistiblo degree, which 
may partially account for hor phenom- 
enal success. 

.The difficulty sho first encountered aft- 
er coming to Now York was that which 
many others have met in different linos 
— an opportunity to show what sho 
could do. Art so superfine and costly as 
hers belongs oxclusivoly to a small 
oharmod circle composed of persona hav-

ing both tho taste and tho means to ap- 
preciate it. To reach them was the ques- 
tion, and while tho girl artist pondered 
ways and means sho struggled along as 
best she could, painting sovoral exqui- 
site miniatures of boautiful women in 
professional lif o. Tho youth of tho artist 
seems to prooludo tho possibility of 
much study. Sho had not boon taught, 
for thuro wero then no teachers of tho 
art in this country, and yet those first 
miniaturos are as fine as any sho has 
since dono, a fact so singular as to go 
to prove that Amalia Kussnor's artistic 
performances must bo accountod for, 
as many other otherwise nn accountable 
things havo been, by tho one word 
genius. 

But ovon tho inborn gift needs scopo 
for full expression, and it canio at last 
to hor in tho shape of an introduction to 
Mrs. Havemeyor, who, recognizing tho 
ability of the artist, not only commis- 
sioned hor to paint hor miniature, but 
exerted her great influence in Miss Kuss- 
nor's interest. Thus was opened to hor 
tho golden door to tho charmed circlo 
which sho had so longed to enter, and 
fortuno, as' fame, was henceforth hers. 
Mrs. Lorillard Spencer was another en- 
thusiastic and influential patroness, and 
her miniature is ono of tho finest that 
Miss Kussnor has painted. 

About tho most remarkable feature of 
hor work is the amount of it. To prop- 
erly estimate this, ono must know some- 
thing of tho groat labor involved — tho 
unerring accuracy with which oaoh 
stroke of tho tiny brushes must fall, for 
no painting over is possible, as in othor 
branches of pictorial art; tho all but 
endless detail in hair-fine touches; tho

strain on tho eyes of tho almost constant 
use of tho magnifying glass, since each 
touch must stand tho tost, and much of 
tho painting indeed is dono under tho 
glass. Yet within two yoars this young 
artist has painted scores of miniatures 
of tho most prominent inon and women 
of tho country. Sovoral who aro familiar 
with tho highest art of Europo prefer 
Amalia Kussnor's miniaturos — as, for 
oxamplu, Mr. G. P. Morosini, of whom 



Bhe has painted two, and Miss Lillian 
Russoll, of whom sho has painted throe. 
Among hor notable portraits of well 
known Chicago persons is that of the 
lato General Strong and two of Mrs. 
Armour. Tho recent miniature of tho 
last named lady is a radiant gem of 
Amalia Kussnor's art, and its boauty is 
enhanced -by tho sumptuous richuoss of 
tho sotting, which is a dazzling sorpont 
of emeralds, with diamond oyes. 

Tho public is naturally interested in 
knowing something of tho personality 
of the girl artist. Sho is very small, 
soarcoly taller than a child of 12, with 
an oxquisitoly modoled little flguro, a

porfoct miniature woman. Her hands 
aro tho smallest that evor wrought 
inagio, hor oyes are vory largo and long 
laBhod and dark, hor hair is brown and 
her comploxion brilliantly brunette 
She livos quietly absorbod in hor art 
andrathor shrinking from tho sooial at- 
tention showered upon her. It was her 
purposo to go abroad in tho early sum- 
mer and to open a studio in Paris and 
lator in St. Petersburg. But it now 
seems unlikely that sho will bo able to 
sail earlier than Soptomber.

Thoro is no place in tho world whoro 
moro dirty paper money is handled 
from day to day than in tho national 
bank redemption division of tho treas- 
ury department. Thero aro in oxistonco 
somo 3,500 national banks, each of 
which has outstanding bank notes rang- 
ing in amount from §10,000 or $12,000 
up to nearly $500, 000. Evory dollar of 
those notes passes through tho hands of 
tho won and women employed in tho 
national bank redoniption division. 
This oflico has boon in existonco now 
for about 30 years. Thore aro employed 
in tho division somewhere about 25 
girls and women. Thoy handle "untold 
millions" of bills in tho courso of a 
yoar, and if thoro was any danger from 
contagious and infectious disoases in old 
bank notes it would soom as though 
this would bo tho placo to find symp- 
toms. 

Yet Mr. Rogers, who has boon chiof 
of tho division for ton yoars, and who 
has boon connootod with it since it was 
organized, assured tho correspondent 
that thoro has novor boen a case of in- 
fectious or contagious diseaso ooutraotod 
by ono of tho omployoos of his oflico. 
Evory ono of them handles tho bills sent 
in for redoniption. Thoy aro counted 
and sorted time after timo. They aro 
tho dirtiest specimens of monoy to bo 
found in tho country. — Roohostor Post- 
Express.

Agreed to by China and 
Japan. 



Russia Disclaims any Aggressive De- 
signs on Manchuria— Her Atti- 
tude Purely Defensive. 



Washington, May 9 — An official dis- 
patch from Tokio, reoolvod at the Japanese 
legation this afternoon, stutea that tho rati- 
fications of the treaty of peace botween 
Japan and China wero exchanged ab Chefoo 
on Wednoeday. No change was made in 
tho text of tho treaty as originallycoucluded. 
Tho Japanese government will renounce 
tho permunont possession of tho Liao Tung 
peninsula on condition that the arrange 
monts providing tho termB and form of re 
nunciation Bhall be reserved for| adjuBtmont 
botweon itsolf and tho government of China. 
This latter stipulation is conatruod to moan 
that Japan will not surrender the peninsula 
until a suitablo indemnity Bhall havo 
boen paid, and that it may 
ba even agreed between Japan and 
China that the possession' of Port Arthur 
itsolf will bo retained by the Japanese for a 
termB of years oxtonding beyond tho date 
when tho indemnity has been paid in full, 
thus assuring to Japan nob alono the pay- 
ment of tho indemnity itself, but sufficient 
time to safeguard horself against anything 
like a war of reprieal. 

London, May 9. — A dispatoh to tho Dally 
News from Borlin says that the Tageblat 
prints a dispatoh from St. Petersburg stat- 
ing that up to Sunday it was bolievod 
Japan would rofuso to give up Port Arthur. 
Orders wero givon to miboliza troops 110,000 
in the Irkutsk and Tomsk districts and a 
orodib of 30,000,000 roubles waa opened. 

A diBpatoh to the Timeo from Chefoo saya 
the ratifications of tho treaty of peace bo- 
tween China and Japan were exohanged at 
midnight. The dispatoh adds that Russia 
disclaims any aggressive designs against 
Manchuria and asserts she is acting on a 
purely dtfenslve footing against Japan.
